Back when she was in 
college, Sophia Bera 
was studying theater 
and planning to make 
a career as an actor. 
Then, at age 21, she 
bought a house, and 
her life changed. 

‘All my friends 
started coming to me 
with money questions, 
and I was fascinated 
by it,” she said. So 
Bera became a certi- 
fied financial planner and, in 2013, launched 
Gen Y Planning, which provides financial 
advice to the 20- and 30 -somethings who 
make up Gen Y, also known as the Millennial 
generation, an age group that often gets over- 
looked in the financial planning industry 
Now Bera, 31, has put some of that advice 
into a book, “What You Should Have 
Learned about Money but Never Did,” pub- 
lished earlier this year. It’s only available elec- 
tronically ($4.99 on Kindle), and in a recent 
interview, she talked about some of the major 
points she hopes to make to her peers. 


Q: What is a common mistake that young 
people make when doing financial planning? 

A: A lot of people focus on what’s going on 
in the economy but what you should look at 
is what’s going on in your personal economy 
Take mortgage rates. They are very low today 
so I’ve had clients ask if they should buy a 
house. But there are other things to consider: 
Do you have a down payment? How much are 
you paying in rent? My parents bought a house 
in 1986, when mortgage rates were around 10 
percent. But at the time they were living in an 
apartment with rats, and they had a 2-year-old 
child. They had to move. It was a good time in 
their personal economy to make that decision. 

Q: Financial planning can seem overwhelm- 
ing. You suggest tackling the to-do list a 
little at a time. 

A: When you try to do too much, it’s unsus- 


tainable long-term. I’d rather have people 
make a few small changes that you can stick 
with. If you increase your 40i(k) contribution 
by just I percent, you probably won’t miss the 
money in your paycheck. But that i percent 
is going to have a big impact on your financial 
future, especially when we’re talking about 
30 or 40 years of compound growth. If you 
increase the contribution by i percent again 
in six months, and do that again and again, 
pretty soon you’re maxing out your 40i(k). 

Q: How should young people balance saving 
with paying off debt, such as student loans? 

A: I’d rather have people save one month of 
their net (or take-home) salary before they be- 
gin to aggressively pay down debt. Ideally you 
want to have three to six months of net pay 
saved. But if you have at least one month and 
you’re aggressively paying down your student 
loans, for example, and something happens — 
there’s a medical expense or a car repair— you 
don’t have to put it on a credit card. 

Q: You say saving is critical, but so is making 
more money. 

A: I don’t know why this is a radical idea, but 
for some reason in the personal finance world 
it’s been all about slashing your expenses 
and saving every penny you can. That’s the 
only way to reach your financial goals faster 
or get out of debt. However, in reality my 
clients who find a lot of financial success are 
the ones who are really motivated about in- 
creasing their income. A lot of times, there’s 
only so many things you can cut from your 
budget, and even if you’re able to squeeze out 
another $100 or $200 per month, it can still 
take you a while to pay off debt or build up 
savings. But if you do something on the side 
and you’re able to make another $500 per 
month, all of a sudden, you have a ton more 
money that can go directly toward your fi- 
nancial priorities. You reach your goals faster, 
and how motivating is that?

1. Blackout (2015) 

by Sarah Hepola 

Released earlier this year, this New York 
Times best-seller carries the striking subtitle 
“Remembering the Things I Drank to Forget” 
and explores how blackouts became the norm 
rather than the exception for Hepola, a writer. 
Her average night would consist of staying out 
and drinking all night long, then waking up the 
next morning with gaps in her memory and 
having to piece together what happened the 
night before. Though at first she viewed her 
drinking habits as part of the life of the mod- 
ern woman, Hepola eventually realized she 
had a problem and turned her efforts toward 
sobriety 

2. Portrait of an Addict 
as a Young Man (2010) 

by Bill Clegg 

Many memoirs on addiction detail a struggle 
of dependency over an extended period of 
time. “The Portrait of an Addict as a Young 
Man” is more focused, mainly centered on a 
two-month crack cocaine and sex binge that 
Clegg, a New York literary agent, went on in 
2005, nearly destroying his life and costing 
him his literary firm, his home and his 
partner. In 2012, he published another laser- 
focused account, titled “90 Days,” about 
trying to stay clean for that period of time 
after leaving rehab. 


3 . More, Now, Again: A 
Memoir of Addiction (2002) 

by Elizabeth Wurtzel 

Wurtzel is most famous for her 1994 book 
about depression, “Prozac Nation,” which 
turned her into a cultural symbol for what 
some see as a generation that was overdiag- 
nosed and overmedicated. (The book was 
later adapted into a film of the same name 
starring Christina Ricci.) But in this follow- 
up memoir, she tells the story of how despite 
her previous success— and in many ways be- 
cause of it— she became addicted to Ritalin 
and then cocaine. 

4. The Night of the Gun (2008) 

by David Carr 

The late journalist David Carr turned his re- 
porting skills onto himself as he investigated 
his addiction to crack cocaine. Instead of 
relying purely on his personal recollections, 
Carr approached his own story as a reporter, 
conducting interviews, researching records 
and fact-checking over three years. He pulls 
no punches when describing the type of per- 
son he was or the things he did as an addict, 
including beating women and being in the 
middle of a crack binge when his twin daugh- 
ters were born.

Athletes are used to saving the day 

Whether it’s sacking the quarterback, hit- 
ting a last-second shot or producing a clutch 
performance, they’re already at hero status for 
the most part. 

Former Bears lineman Israel Idonije took 
that concept to the next level in 2013 when he 
launched “The Protectors,” a comic book se- 
ries featuring fictional athletes from a variety 
of sports who discover they have superpow- 
ers. And as of this week, fans can immerse 
themselves into the world he and his team at 
Athlitacomics, the Chicago-based company 
he founded, have created. 

“There’s this whole universe that’s been 
created from this idea, and I’m just excited to 
hopefuUy not only tell the story but ultimately 
inspire people,” said Idonije, who played for 
the Bears from 2004-12. 

On Wednesday, “The Protectors” will debut 
as motion books on Apple TV and the Made- 
fire app. The first season of the comic, which 


encompasses issues i through 5, will be rolled 
out as 15 weekly episodes from Wednesday 
through March 23. 

Idonije chatted with RedEye about what 
the comic series represents, his favorite vil- 
lains and a strange, bacon-centric idea his for- 
mer teammate proposed.

Comics often are a reflection of the real 
world. Are there any stories you plan to 
adapt in “The Protectors”? 

I don’t know if there’s any direct stories we’re 
looking to kind of retell in our story I think 
it’s more about life principles. In the story, all 
these athletes, what makes them such great 
athletes is truly a by-product of a greater gift 
that they were all given, which was ultimately 
given to them to save the human race from 
this evil force that controls our world today 
through politics, media and religion. In 
our real world, I believe at the end of the 


day not just athletes but all of us as human 
beings, we all have amazing gifts and we all 
have amazing abilities and we all must make 
a choice day in and day out. What will I do 
with the gift I’ve been given? 

One of the athlete heroes In the series, Isaac 
Chike, clearly seems like you In comic-book 
form. Will anyone else from your football 
career make an appearance? 

In “The Protectors,” we will have a few 
cameos of friends of mine. There’s a scene in 
Chicago that’s at an event and some of the 
guys that we’re fortunate are in the comic. 

Any plans to make “The Protectors” Into a 
cartoon or movie? 

We’re mostly looking to let the opportuni- 
ties happen organically We have been ap- 
proached by a number of opportunities that 
are interested in this as a movie. We’re not 
there yet. 


Have any friends suggested storylines to you? 

The funniest one is former Bear Anthony 
Adams. He wanted me to make a character 
and do a whole comic series around him called 
Bacon Blaze. When there’s trouble in Chicago 
and in the world, he changes into this charac- 
ter, Bacon Blaze, and his power is he shoots 
like a bacon laser at the opponent and turns 
them into bacon and he eats them. [Laughs.] 

Can the Bears win a Super Bowl with Jay 
Cutler? 

I do think they can win with Jay He has the 
ability and he has the talent to win a lot of 
football games or to be a part of the reason 
that the Bears win a lot of football games. 

I’m a Jay Cutler guy At the end of the day the 
defense hasn’t been amazing [in 2015}. %u 
get through this season, regroup and next 
year you’ve got to be prepared to put a better 
product on the field in all three phases.

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Joanna Newsom is 
composed on record 
and messy in reality

C ountless write-ups have 

described “Divers” as Joanna 
Newsom’s most “accessible” 
album, a trend that left the California- 
bred singer/songwriter/harpist 
scratching her head during an early 
December phone interview 


“I guess I’ve been surprised to hear it called 
‘accessible’ insofar as I’ve been surprised to 
hear my previous records called ‘inaccessible’ 
in the past,” said Newsom, 33, who, in addi- 
tion to her thriving music career, has recently 
landed acting roles on screens both large 
(Paul Thomas Anderson’s “Inherent Vice”) 
and small (“Portlandia”)— though she’s yet to 
act alongside husband and “Brooklyn Nine- 
Nine” star Andy Samberg. “I’m not insulted 
when people call it accessible. I mean, that’s 
good. I’d like all of them to be accessible.” 

While Newsom doesn’t dial down the am- 
bition on the strange, beautiful album (her 
fourth), a handful of songs are more straight- 
forward than past Faberge-ornate efforts, 
such as “Same Old Man,” which finds the 
musician flirting with airy mountain folk. A 
similar directness bleeds into the lyrics, and 
throughout Newsom wrestles with con- 
cepts like mortality, love and the un- 
relenting march of time. She also 
flashes a wicked sense of humor 
at times: “The longer you live,” 
she sings on “Leaving the City” 
“the higher the rent.”

So it’s not like you entered into the 
writing process for “Divers” with the 
idea you wanted to make something more 
universal, I take it? 

Definitely not. And there are lots of ele- 
ments on this record I’ve used on albums in 
the past. I think maybe one reason people 
keep calling it more accessible is it has 
shorter songs, which my first album “The 
Milk-Eyed Mender” had, and not really any 
of the other ones since. That’s part of it, and 
that makes sense to me. When someone 
is listening to an album, he or she doesn’t 
necessarily want to listen to 17-minute-long 
songs. 


Did you do that purposefully? Was it in 
some way a reaction to “Have One on Me” 
[Newsom’s third album, from 2010, clocked 
in at more than two hours], which was a 
longer, more immersive experience? 

Right. No, I didn’t do it as a reaction to 
“Have One on Me,” but it certainly was 
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intentional. For me, I had a sense of what the 
structure and concept for this album were 
going to be pretty early on. I knew the songs 
would be interconnected narratively and har- 
monically and I knew they were going to be 
very densely layered in terms of instrumenta- 
tion and arrangement. Because I was visualiz- 
ing this sort of vertical density— layers upon 
layers upon layers that give the songs a lot of 
height— I think I wanted them to be shorter 
horizontally They felt more concentrated to 
me. More condensed. 

The songs are so beautifully arranged. Are 
you as composed in your day-to-day, or is 
your car an absolute mess? 

{Laughs.} It’s funny you say that because 
maybe 20 minutes ago I was attempting to 
clean my house before I go on tour. I’m very 
untidy in my life, and I’m always working on 
it. It makes me super bummed out that I’m 
33 years old and I can’t keep my desk clean. 

I think my level of organization and focus in 
making music has always been the exception 
to the rule throughout my life. It’s been the 
one place with no disorder, and everything 
else is constantly low-level falling apart. No 
emergencies or anything, but there’s constant 
mail-losing and that kind of thing. 

A number of the new press photos include 
a parrot in the shot. What word or phrase 
would it undoubtedly pick up if it actually 
lived in your home? 

[Laughs.] Uhh ... wow What’s the word or 
phrase I say the most? Good question. I stub 
my toe a lot, so profanities abound in my 
house. I’m very clumsy; pick any bad word 
and I probably shout it twice a day 

“Sapokanikan” includes a reference to 
“Ozymandias.” Did you discover that work 
via “Breaking Bad,” like l*m guessing a 
number of people did? 

[Laughs.] Absolutely not. “Ozymandias” is 
complete canon! It’s what, fourth grade you 
have to read “Ozymandias”? 

Maybe your fourth grade class was more 
advanced than most. 

[Laughs.] I mean, I love “Breaking Bad,” but 
part of what makes me so interested in that 
poem is that is so canonical and it is so inte- 
grated in our understanding of English litera- 
ture, and yet most of us don’t know there was 
a second “Ozymandias” poem. Horace Smith 
and [Percy] SheUey were basically friends 
that had a bet, or competition, as far as who 
could write the best “Ozymandias” poem. 
And the victor, Shelley, created a work that 
was entered into the canon that let’s sdiy many 
fourth graders have to read— not all— where- 
as Horace Smith was basically forgotten. 

I know people say “Don’t read the 
comments,” but have you seen the top 




YouTube comment on the video for that 
song? 

No, I have not. 

It’s, “I didn’t understand a word, but I 
[bleepling loved it.” 

[Laughs.] That’s great. That’s the spirit. Peo- 
ple have been asking me a lot lately about the 
research element as a listener, and whether 
I feel people need to do this deep analysis in 
order to get the songs. 

Right. Like the songs should come with 


footnotes. 

Yeah. And the idea of what it even means 
to “get” a song is a bit nebulous anyway But 
I like the spirit of someone just liking it 
because he or she just likes it. That’s my goal: 
to make something that has some goodness 
in it that isn’t bound up by understanding the 
references or the double-meanings, or tracing 
the rhyme patterns. There has to be some- 
thing else ... or it becomes this purely cere- 
bral thing, and that’s not what I’m interested 
in at all. I want to make a beautiful song that 
has emotional truths and moves a person sort 


of fundamentally 

I’m curious about your reaction to the Welsh 
band Joanna Gruesome co-opting your 
name. 

[Laughs.] You know. I’m reserving opinion 
on that because I don’t know. It doesn’t seem 
like it’s good, but I’m just going to assume it’s 
a loving tribute, which is much more fun for 
me to believe. 

It sounds like it would be the Garbage Pail 
Kids version of your name. 

Yeah! That’s awesome. It’s the Garbage Pail 
version, which is kind of rad actually But I 
mean, I think they’re probably not fans. Or 
maybe they are. But probably not. 

Have you been banned from playing in 
Ecuador yet? 

Banned from playing in Ecuador? 

They’re the world’s top exporter of bananas, 
and it’s pretty clear where you come down on 
that subject. [In an interview Newsom called 
bananas a “non-food” and “like dog crap.”] 

[Laughs.] Oh man. Not as of yet, but I may 
have to swallow my deeply held principles 
and write a formal apology to the ambassador 
of Ecuador at some point. But I don’t know 
I’m wary to go any place that is so full of 
bananas. It’s like going into the lion’s den.
